Alaska Statute (AS) 46.03.475(e)(1) requires owoeerators of commercial passenger vesselsubmit a
nonhazardous solid waste offloading and disposab@ge) plan to the Department of Environmental
Conservation (ADEC) prior to operating in Alaskaigrine waters. As established by regulation (18 AAC
69.035), the garbage plan must describe the pslael procedures for offloading non-hazardous sadiste in
Alaska or disposing such waste into Alaska mariateve. The plan, which is due annually by Marcbriitie
upcoming season, must also provide estimates d@rtiwint of garbage that will be offloaded and dégabin
Alaska’s waters. After the season is completeg,dmviations from the plan must be submitted toABEC
by November 15 of each year. Some owners/operateossubmit optional information on garbage offled
or discharged outside Alaska (i.e., in Canada, \vigstn or California). Tables 1 and 2 summarizebgge
offloading data submitted to the ADEC during th®@8@eason. Ships that visited Alaska but are nttisn
table did not offload any garbage in Alaska thigses.

Ships offload garbage according to the InternatiQumavention for the Prevention of Pollution frofmss at

sea treaty signed in 1973 and amended in 1978 (MMRPB/78§. Nations that signed the treaty promulgated
their own laws and regulations to enforce the yweabvisions. In the United States, US Federal B&AJ.S.C.
88 1901 and regulations 33 CFR 151.66-151.73 imefeimg MARPOL 73/78 prohibit the disposal of plasti
or any garbage containing plastics into U.S. nablgavaters, and allow disposal of non-plastic ggebiato
navigable waters as described in the pladaetbw.
